Sparks By Mark 


Over three years ago, our parish community 
moved from a parish council to a pastoral 
council structure. There are several key 
differences between the two. 


Parish councils are more administrative in 
nature. The council members are usually 
representing the different committees and or 
ministries in the parish, in which they give a 
monthly report to highlight their work and or 
to share what their plans are for the future. 
The parish councils also spend a good 
amount of their time reviewing the parish 
finances. 


The pastoral councils are more concerned 
with the overall pastoral activity of the 
church. The pastoral council members are not 
representative of one particular committee or 
ministry. Pastoral council is more vision and 
planning orientated. 

The purpose of our pastoral council here at 
Our Lady of the Black Hills is rooted in the 


three-fold mission outlined in Vatican II, 
Degree on the Pastoral Office of Bishops, 
in particular number 27 as well as Cannon 
Law numbers 536 and 511. I think it is 
interesting to note the pastoral council 
envisioned in The Degree on the Pastoral 
Office of Bishops , even though it was 
directed to the Office of the Bishop, the 
Congregation of the Clergy in 1973 
extended this vision to parish councils. It 
seems at times we are slow to pick up on 
the vision of the Church at least when it 
comes to the workings of pastoral 
councils. 

The purpose of Our Lady of the Black 
Hills pastoral council is to be a 
consultative parish body to the pastor. It 
does this by investigating pastoral matters 
in a spirit of prayer, study, and reflection 
and through that process proposes 
practical conclusions to the pastor. The 
overall goal of the pastoral council is to 
build the parish into a living and dynamic 
community of faith. 

Our pastoral council members serve for a 
three-year term. The council members 
who helped to make this transition from a 
parish council to a pastoral council have 
completed their term. Our parish will be 
going through a process to select new 
members the last part of October and the 
first part of November. There are three 
important dates for us as a parish 
community in this selection and 
discernment process. Please mark your 
calendars for Thursday’s October 19, 
October 26 and November 2. We will 
meet at 7:00 pm. October 19 in which a 
“State of the Parish” will be given, 
followed by refreshments. On October 26 
and November 2, there will be a parish 
assembly in which we will be taking the 
time to reflect on the goals and objectives 
of our parish community. In next week’s 
Sparks, I will focus in more detail on 
these three parish gatherings.
